[According to T-1,)SDG is an independent guild and has no affiliation OX i) 
with any of the major labor organizations in the United States. 
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Informant states that although the organization includes in its 
membership a few whom informant terms as "leftist," SDGts current officers 
and board of directors are entirely free from any taint of Communism, and the 
Communist element have had no control whatever in guild affairs in recent years. 


Recently the SDG board voted to incorporate a non-Communist oath or 
affidavit in all new applications for membership in the guild. The board also 
voted to submit to the entire membership by mail vote the proposition of hav- 
ing a non-Communist affidavit for membership incorporated into the guild's 
by-laws. Such affidavits were mailed out to the entire membership and to date 
about 85 percent of the guild members have been heard from.

From information obtained froq T-11) AY) Brothers Pictures has 
recently purchased the series of articles written for the Saturday Evening 
Post entitled "I Posed As A Communist for the FBI." Informant advises that 
Warner Brothers has obtained this material for the Purpose of producing a 
motion picture based thereon, and that the studio plans for immediate pro- 
duction of the film to be undertaken. The picture is to expose the maneuver- 


ings and intrigue involved in the activities of the Subversive elements of' 
the Communist Party. 


The Los Angeles Cowty Board of pupervisors have recently instructed 
the County Attorney's office to draw up an ordinance requiring all known mem- 
bers of the Commmist Party to register by a Specified date. The ordinance 
carries a penalty of a fine and jail sentence for failure to register, with 
each succeeding day of failure being a separate offense. The county's lead 
in this matter was followed soon after by action of the City Council of the 
City of Los Angeles, in framing a similar ordinance. At the present time 
action by the law enforcement agencies of tho County and City to enforce the 
new motion has been held up pending a court hearing on an injunction to pre~ 
vent the Sheriff and Chief of Police from carrying out their duties in c onnec= 
tion with the ordinance. Spokesmen for the local Communist Party have already 
publicly announced that the Party has no intention of complying with the law 
in this regard, cording to T-21, Rly) 


The Motion Picture Alliance for the Preservation of American Ideals 
A), an anti-Communist organization made up of executives, labor leaders, 
“and others in the motion picture industry, is quoted in the Los Angeles Times 
of July 20, 1950, as urging the Los Angeles City Council to take steps to re- 
quire the registration of all Communists at the time when the new law requir- 
ing registration was under consideration. According to the news release put 
out by MPA, the organization had unanimously adopted on July 19, 1950, a re- 
Solution charging that the presence in Los Angeles of the second largest con- 
centration of Commmists in the country constitutes a "great and present danger 
which the United States Supreme Court recognizes as justifying action for the 
protection of our lives and institutions." 


ROY M. BREWER, AFL leader in the motion picture industry and chair- 
man of MPA's Executive Commiteee, announced the passage of this resolution, 
and MPA president, actor JOHN WAYNE, urged other organizations to take similar 
action. According to MPA's president, the adoption of the resolution was 
without a dissenting vote. : 


The Hollywood Reporter, trade paper for the motion picture industry, 
in its issue of August 30, 1950, carried a double-page advertisement signed 
by the following major motion picture producers in a industry, namely:

This advertisement was in the form of a statement or editorial by 
these producers and is entitled, "Let Us Make No Mistake About It." The state- 
ment thereafter deals with the Korean situation and the stand on that question 
taken by these major producers representing the entire motion picture industry. 
The statement points out that the wople of the United States view the war in 
Korea with equal parts of fury, incredulity, confusion and frustration; that 
it is a war that we don't want and have tried in every way to avoid. It points 
out that the worst thing we can do at this moment is to take it for granted that 
we shall win, and that we can win only if we use our heads and hold nothing 
back. The statement goes on to say that the action in Korea shows what would 
happen to us in the Pacific if Russia were to send her own forces against us; 
and that the only reason Russia has not already annexed our Pacific holdings 
and Western Europe is: her fear of American atomic bombs. It further points 
out that one steady look at the (Soviet) Politburo makes it obvious to any 
American that he could not endure existence in the vast concentration camp, 
which is Russia and her satellites. It states that while we know Democracy 
is not perfect it is the only political system which tries to give all its 
citizens a fair chance, under rules of fair play; that it (Democracy) is the 
best men have had so far, and the Communist slave state is probably the worst. 


The statement concludes by stating that there should be no mistake 
about it: the war is on, the chips are down; that those who defend Russia or 
Communism are enemies of freedom and traitors to the United Nations and the 
United States; that our Government has seen the Russian danger and knows 
full well how boldly and rapidly we must act, if we as a nation are to come 
out of this conflict alive. It urges all to give every effort and coopera- 
tion to the United States effort "till Russia has been taught that our free 
world is more than a match for the world of GENCHIS KHAN." 


Available informants in Hollywood have to date reported no specific 
reaction on the part of the Communist Party elements to the above statement. 


The September 5, 1950, issue of the Hollywood Reporter announced that 
recently HARRY M. WARNER, president of Warner Brothers Pictures, had called 
together some 2,000 Warner Brothers workers and employees on a studio sound 
stage and had taken the occasion to deliver an address against Communism and" 
the position of the Warner Brothers organization with regard to it in the 
present international crisis. WARNER is quoted as stating: 
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"Ye dontt want anybody employed in our company who belongs to any ‘ 
Communist, Fascist, or any other un-American organization. If you : 
know of anybody who is a member of any of these un-American organ- : 
‘zations, then it is your duty, your right and your obligation to : 
make ccrtain that we know about him and that we get rid of him. Let 2 
these un-Americans come to us, and we'll pay their expenses back to #

Recent activities of the ASP organization in behalf of the "Hollywood

The position of ASP and its Executive Director SARAJO LORD on the 
Korean situation was the subject of \@ pretext conversation with this indivie 
dual by reporting agent on July 21, 1950. According to LORD y no sense can 
be made of the Korean situation as long as a shooting war is going on, The 
behavier of the United States in Korea is strictly one of intervention, ASP ; 
along with other organizations who are against war, feels that the United 
States went into Korea without United Nations' sanction for the reason that 
the Soviet Union was not present at the meeting of the United Nations Security 
Council when the decision wos made and, further, because the present Chinese 
Government is not represented on the United Nations Security Council. She 
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pointed out that the Chinese Government is’ a’ defdato government recognized by 
seventeen nations. She excused the fact that although the Soviet Union could 
have been present at the UN Meeting when the decision on Korea was reached, 
the USSR was not present by its own choice for the reason that the United 
States had subverted the United Nations. She stated enuphatically that the 
ASP is not backing up a war of intervention by the United States in a country 
where the United States Army has no business whatever; that American troovs 
should be withdrawn from Korea immediately to allow for full discussion on 
the Korean situation before it goes any further, Her position and that of 
ASP is that the United States took a stand before the situation was clarified 
and, further, that the United States had not obtained the actual Ok, of the 
United Nations before it took the action it did. She pointed out that the 
American people at this time are in no position to judge whether we are right 
or wrong in the Korean crisis, 


With reference to the proposition as to where her own and ASP's 
stand and support would be in the event of hostilities between the USSR and 
the United States, LORD stated that no one would answer such a question; that 
she thinks the United States was in a position to cause the Korean hostili- 
ties; that the United States has prolonged it, and that Mr, (FOSTER) DULLES* 
visit to Korea last June, just before hostilities broke out, was a highly 
suspicious thing and that the whole behavier of the United States in Korea 
is one that should certainly be exanined, She said that no one could say 
what his or her position would be, in the event of a shooting war between the 
United States and the USSR or any other country. LORD stated that Wal, as 
in all other things, must be judged on the basis upon which they arise. She 
stated, in clarification of her om position, that she certainly would not say 
that because it is the United States, it must be correct, 


SARAJO LORD stated that what the American people need is the truth 
about the Korean crisis and that information in this regard could be obtained 
at a meeting which ASP was sponsoring on July 26, 1950, where Miss MAUDE 
RUSSELL, Director of YWCA in China from 1917 to 1943,

The circular on HOWARD FAST alleges that he was jailed because he fought 
for the Bill of Rights, for the liberties of the Negro people and because he 
had spoken and written for peace.

war in Korea and the origin thereo?, Zt contains a page of sone thirty- 
five alleged sources from which the materiol was aserbled. The obvious 
conclusion drawm fron this research as set forth in the booklet is that 
the South Koreans were the aggressors, assisted ond backed up by the 
United States Govermment,when the current hostilities broke out in Korea 
in the latter part of June, 1950. The conclusion reached was that "as a 
matter of evidence, the press;,.. the President and the Pentagon have not 
only distorted the truth, they have turned it inside out." The booklet 
calls for stopping hostilities in Korea irmediately, for outlawing the 
Atonic borb, for recognizing the Government of the Chinese Peoples Republic,»

[2-5 recently furnished tstorsatie) ? hitherto undisclosed nature 
regarding the so-called "Unfriendly 19", film personalities who were sube 
poenacd before the House Un-American Activitics Committee (HUAC) in 
Washington on October 19, 1947 to testify in connection with the Committee's 
hearings on the extent of Cormunist infiltration into the Hollywood Motion 
Picture Industry. It is noted that of these 19 writers, directors, and 
actors from the sercen industry, only ten were actually called testify 
and were thereafter popularly known as the "Hollywood 10". p-iyno ; hin-{ \\) 
self, was active as a menber of the Communist Party in Hollywood for sone 
years, is personally acquainted with nost of the "Unfriendly 19" witnesses 
from one of whom he obtained the following inforrotion which hati a definite 
bearing on the stand taken by the "Hollywood 10" before the HUAC. 


At the tine"the 19"received their subpoenas to appear before the 
Committee in October, 1947, there were two or three of them who had previously 
appeared before the California Legislative Counittec (TENNEY) on Un-American 
Activities in the State of California, These particular individuals realized 
that they had to be careful what they said end any testimony before the HUAC 
in order to avoid any conflict with anything they may have said for the re- 
cord before the TENNEY Committee. Furthermore, if, before the HUAC, they 
denied Cormunist Porty membership, there was a pos sibility that the Government 
might be able to prove it. If they admitted mexibership, it probably 
would result in real trouble; therefore, the two or three individuals princi- 
pally coneerned, of whom JOHN HOWARD LAWSON was one, got together anong then- 
selves and apart fran the rest of"the 19", at which tine they reached the 
decision that it would be better to make no answer at all before the HUAC 
when the question of their Party uerbership should come upe Before leaving 
Los Angeles for Washington to appear before the Comittee, one of this inner 
group (infornant believes that it wes cither LAWSON or possibly ALBERT MALTZ ) 
took the idea up with NEDMGPARKS, the then Chairman of the Los Angeles County 
Communist Party, SPARKS agrted with the plan. The group was particularly con- 
cerned with the question of whether the Cormunist Party had naintained any 
actual merbership records as to them. SPARKS assurcd their representative 
that therc were no such records, Thereafter, and before the hearings actually 
cormenced, these particular members of"the 19" convinced the others that their 
plan was the best stand to take, although there was considerable dissatisfac- 
tion and disgruntlement on the part of the others of "the 19" over the fact 
that LAWSON, BIBERIAMN, MALTZ, et. ale, had taken it on themselves to decide 
what to do privately and apart from the others. 


When the HUAC turned up and read into the record the various menbere 
ship cards on the ten individuals who actually were called to testify, the 
latter were completely amazed and mystified, in view of the assurances which 
they had had from Cormmnist Party Headquarters in Los Angeles, The dic had 
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teen cast by that tine however’ ay hey felt they had to go ahead with the 
position they had already taken ‘in “their Aggyimony - of neither admitting nor 
denying Communist Party nerbership but char that the Committee had no right 
to inquire into their political beliefs and affiliations in violation of the 


Biri of Rights.

"The Hollywood Ten" Film 


Qn July 29, 1950, a Committee to Free the Hollywood Ten, heretofore 
identified as currently sharing office space with the Arts,. Sciences, and 
Professions, issued a news release claiming that "a stir of both national and 
international interest is being menifested in the new documentary fiim , 

'The Hollywood Tent, a portrayal of the ten distinguished writers and artists 
now in federal prison and a visual analysis of the issue highlighted by their 
case", It was announced that the film was now being shown in commercial 
theatres in Los angeles, and that arrangements were being made for its exhibi- 
tion in many other American cities; further that it was also widely being 

shown before church, labor, veteran, educational and other organizations. The 
committee also amounced that arrangements have been completed for the general 
release of the film in Great Britain, Czechoslovakia, Sweden, The Soviet Union, 
Denmark, Hungary, Norway, China and many other foreign countries; that it would 
also be shown at some of the film festivals in Europe this Summer and Fall. It 
was claimed that the widespread foreign interest in the film stems from the fact 
that the ten writers and motion picture creators are well known and highly 
respected abroad, and "that their osecution and imprisonment for their stand 
against the notorious J. PARNELL“?HONAS and his committee, has caused much 
amazement and concern in foreign countries". It was furtner stated that 
audiences seeing the film are spurred to fight too for the Ten and the Bill of 
Rights which they defended and that this was being done through signing petitions 
for Presidential pardon, now being circulated with an august 31st goal of 
250,000 signatures; that letters are also being sent to Senators and Consress- 
men requesting that they intercede with the attorney General for reduction of 
sentence of the Ten. Arrangements for group showings of the film accompanied 
by a speaker who would further explain the issues of the case, can be made by 
contacting the arts, Sciences and Professions Council or The Committee to Free 
The Hollywood Ten, 1588 Crossroads of the World, Hollywood, California. 


T~26 reports that "The Hollywood Ten" film was shown as part of the 
program at a dinner given by the Wiggins Club of the local Communist Party at 
2711 S, San Pedro Street on July 16, 1950, held for the purpose of raising funds 
for the Daily People's World. A representative of the Committee to Free the 
Hollywood Ten, unidentified by the informant, was one of the speakers on this 
occasion. Another speaker at the dinner was DIAMOND KIM, Editor of a local 
newspaper called "Korean Independence", who has been previously identified as 
a member of the Communist Party at Los angeles. Uuring his talk on the present 
Korean situation, KIM attempted to justify the actions by the North Koreans in 
the present hostilities and stated that the people of South Korea are fighting Gu) 
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against their will and that they are removing firing pins from the guns and 
sabotaging all the equipment they cane Qu) Xu 


On August 1, 1950 T-13 reported that he had learned from SARAJO LORD 
at Hollywood ASP that arranggments had been made to run the film on The Hollywood 
Ton at the Pico Theatre inios Angeles, and that this film would be coupled with 
a showing of the pictur ACrossfire". "Crossfire" was an Academy Award fom 
of a year or so ago, directed by EDWARD DMYTRYK, one of the Hollywood Ten; 
however, it appears from informant's information that ASP had been advised that 
the film "Crossfire" was not available. SARAdO LORD immediately branded this 
as constituting censorship of the film on The Ten, on the part of RKO Studios 
who produced "Crossfire" by claiming that "Crossfire" was not available, and 
therefore preventing ASP from coupling it with the film on The Ten.

(2) a campaign of protest against the recent publication "Red Channels" and 
its alleged blacklisting purposes; (3) the Korean War issue. Tied in with 
all perce. of these, however, continues tobe the issues-of- thought-controt; 
loyalty oaths, infringement of civil rights, discrimination and the MeCarran Law. 


The two principal events staged by Hollywood ASP during the month 
have been a so-called "Red Channels" protest meeting held in Hollywood on 
November 10, 1950 and the two day convention and general membership meeting 
of the Southern California Chapter of the National Arts, Sciences, and 
Professions Council which is more commonly known locally as the Hollywood ASP, 


4S has been previously reported, the Hollywood ASP Council has been tL 
characterized by{ T-2, T=5, TH19, and 7-26 Jas a Communist dominated organization 

for professionals and intellectuals, the principal policy making offices of 
Which have been consistently held by Communist Party individuals.

Radio writer DICK POWELL followed SALT and excoriated the publication 
"Counterattack" for the great damage the book "Red Channels" was doing to 
the movie, radio, and television industry. He charged "Counterattack" with 
operating a blacklist and citcd the recent case of radio actress JELNSQUTR 
who had been discharged by General Foods from its radio program because of 
the accusations made against her in "Red Channels", He emphasized the fact 
that even though a person were proven innocent of the alleged charges, he or 
she is unable to make a comeback in the industry. «it the same time POWELL 
ridiculed what he said was the gmall circulation of "Counterattack" and made 
vague reference to the people who must have donated to keep it rolling. T-~-27 
charactcriz’ 1 POWELL's address as very cleverly done with frequent use of the 
term "they" whom he did not further identify. POWELL stressed the point that 
artists must follow the practice of the unions when anyone is blacklisted, 
that is, "defend,don't judge," . 


Next followed screen actress BETSY BLAIR, According to informants 't 
reports she followed the same general line in her talk as had POWSLL; however, 
her attack had been aimed also at the Motion Picture’ Alliance (anti-Communist 
organization of certain motion picture directors, actors, writers, and labor 
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leaders in Hollywood), and the loyalty oath, She read the first loyalty 

oath advanced by the Motion Picture Alliance and the Motion Picture Industry 
Council, and at that part of the oath where reference is made to the war 

in Korea being engineered by STALIN, Miss BLAIR burst into laughter and was joined 
by a mnajority of the audience, She endeavored to make the loyalty oath 

and the ‘iotion Picture Alliance appear ridiculous and several times used the ex=. . 
pression "thought police" in referenee to the motion picture industry and the 
loyalty oath. She characterized any proposed loyalty oath for the motion: 

picture industry as the first step in the direction of a disease that would

It pointed out that on November 10, 1950, the ASP 
had sponsored a public meeting av the Globe Theatre in Hollywood on the 
subject of "RedChannels." It pointed out that "Red Channels" is the 
latest "business" to invade the fields of communication and entertainment 
by utilizing the anti-Communist hysteria for a shakedown. It charged "Red 
Channels" with operating a blacklist against employees in the motion 
picture industry and that in New York, "Red Channels" had already attempted 
to blacklist 151 creative artists of radio and show business and was now 
pointing for Hollywood. The ASP ad further charged that blacklisting was 
un-American; further, that the so-called "loyalty oaths" actually pave 

the way for intimidation by self-styled "patriots;" that these self-appoint- 
ed "judges" are out to smear and terrorize every cultural worker who will 
not conform to their own bigoted prejudices; that blacklisting is not an 


end in itself, but a means to an end, absolute censorship and thought control 
in the motion picture and radio industries. 


For the next few Pf following the appearance cf the MPIC ) Ww 
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ASP pointed out that 1t was surprised that the MPIC had responded 
to hearsay and falsehoods; that ASP does not presume to speak for Hollywood, 
but that it does speak for its own membership composed of representatives 
from all the cultural and professional fields. 


ASP's ad went on to state that if any organization is to be 
repudiated, "It should be the outrit that brought the Thomas Committee 
inquisition down on our heads," and thereafter identified the "outfit" 
referred to, as the MOTION PICTURE ALLIANCE, which it charged with being 
a racket. 


Hollywood ASP Convention, December 2-3, 1950: 





In November, the Hollywood ASP issued a release to the press an- 
nouncing that plans for a nationwide expose of the New York blacklisting _. 
wid be formulated at the December 
2-3, 1950 Convention of the ASP Council; that the convention would be held 
at Stanley Hall, 1057 North Stanley Avenue, and that JOE JOSEPH, National 
Director of the ASP, was scheduled to address the convention. The an- 
nouncement charged that "Red Channels," which had been active in blacklisting 
radio and theatre personalities in New York, had recently threatened a similar 
attack on thé Hollywood film industry; and that the ASP, which has conducted 
extensive research of the blacklisting organization, had pledged itself to 
an all out fight against censorship and blacklisting. 


Subsequently, Hollywood ASP put out a "call" to its membership 
convention to be held on December 2-3, 1950, and stated that the "call" 
was being issued on the basis of the fact that the ASP Council was mindful 
"of its obligation to the fields it represents, and to the community as a 
whole, and was conscious of the continued need for a strong cultural 
organization dedicated to the defense and extension of its political heritage." 
The two day session was to follow a schedule of having the first day given over 
to registration, organizational reports, presentation of ASP bylaws and 
nominations for an Executive Board for the coming year. At the end of this 
session would be shown the film "Speak Your Peace," recently produced by the 
ASP Film Division. The second day of the convention would be divided into 
three division panels: (1) The Arts (2) The Sciences (3) Mass 
Communication. The convention would close with a mass meeting at the Embassy 
Auditorium in Los Angeles. 


Reporting Agent and Special Agent BERNARR M. PTACEK attended all 
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sessions of the two day convention, all of which were held\at Stanley Hall, 
1057 North Stanley Avenue in Hollywood, with exception of the final mass 
meeting which was held et the Embassy Auditorium in Los Angeles. It was 
noted that prominently displayed in the entrance way of Stanley Hall, where 
the membership registered for the convention, was an enlarged photograph of 
screen writer JOHN HOWARD LAWSON of the "Hollywood 10." On tables near the 
registration desk were available various pamphlets, books and other 
publications including a set of "Thought Control” booklets, which were the 
published speeches of the various speakers at ASP's "Thought Control" 
Convention held at the Beverly Hills Hotel in 1947. Also on sale was JOHN 
HOWARD LAWSON's latest publication, as well as various types of literature 
put out by the COMMITTEE TO FREE THER HOLLYWOOD TEN. Prominently displayed 
on the wall in the main auditorium was a huge banner stating that "ASP 
Speaks For Peace.”

The closing event of the first day's session, was the showing of 
the recently produced film "Speak Your Peace," which has been previously 
reported upon. : 


On the second day, Sunday, December 3, 1950, writer DAVID ROBISON 
served as General Chairman, and introduced the various speakers. ROBISON 
4s a current Executive Vice Chairman,of t Hollywood ASP and was formerly 
its Fxecutive Director, according ef We has also been definitely dy 
identified with the Communist Party in Hollywood vy{t-2 and 7-26.) ROBIS ee 
introduced to the convention JOE JOSEPH, the National Director of ASP from 
New York, whom he described as an economist and a former Government official, 
who for several years was with UNRRA. 


JOE JOSEPH, in a rather lengthy address, told the convention that 
intellectuals have, with few exceptions, stood fast in the fight against 
World War III, red hysteria, infringement of civil rights, thought control, 
blacklisting, etc. He named 4 few intellectuals who had fallen by the way- 
side, one of these being Mr. HENRY WALLACE, whom JOSEPH referred to briefly 
as having "changed sides." His speech thereafter criticized both the foreign 
and domestic policies of the United States. He said the Western Democracies 
and capitalist countries total some 500 million people, while the Asiatic 
and Far Fastern Socialist countries total almost double that figure; further, 
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the populations, which he characterized as colonial and backward, total one 
billion people. His theme seemed to be that with this division of populations, 
why should the western democracies attempt to see that their system is better 
and try to force it upon other countries. 





With regard to the current domestic policy, JOSEPH spent considerable 
time speaking against loyalty oaths, war hysteria, infringing of civil rights, 
censorship, thought control ("Hollywood 10" issue), blacklisting ("Red Channels 
publication), the McCirran Act, and “witchhunting." On the subject of “witch- 
hunting," he alleged that out of a population of 150 million people in the 
United States, only 50 thousand were members of the Communist Party, the latter 
figure coming from the Director of the Federal Bureau of Investization, himself. 
He stated that the National Council of ASP and all its chapters are squarely 
on the side of world peace, and he took considerable pride in the fact that

The second panel dealingywith the sciences was a joint effort 
by the Science, Education and Medf#cal Divisions of ASP. However, at this point, 
the chairman introduced DELP TTH of the COMMITTEE FOR THE PROTECTION OF 
FOREIGN BORN, who took the stage to urge the support of ASP in behalf of 
certain aliens presently under arrest by the local Immigration Authorities 
for deportation. SMITH stated that her organization was fighting these de- 
portation cases, and urged that ASP support a delegation to the Immigration 
Office on December 4, 1950, to protest the Immigration Service's action in 
arresting these defendants under the McCarran law. At the conclusion of SMITH's 
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remarks, screen actress KAREN MORLEY, from the convention floor, urged the 
formation of a committee from ASP to work in behalf of Immigration prisoners 
and offered her own services in connection with such a conmittee.

Dr. MURRAY ABOWITZ announced during his discussion that the ASP 
Medical Division would offer free medical services for strikers, deportees 
and political prisoners, which received a considerable hand from the audience. 


The theme of the discussion by Dr. RICHARD LIPPMAN was that this is 
a "Time of the big lie," because of the amount of false information being put 
out concerning the protection against the atomic bomb. LIPPMAN's talk 
indicated that there was no real protection against the bomb. 


The talk of Dr. MAX SCHOEN was based on the proposal that when 


money is spent for war purposes and mobilization, there is none left for the 
benefit of the people. 


Dr. THOMAS PERRY laid considerable emphasis on the results of a survey 
which the Medical Division had made regarding discrimination being practiced 
in the health field by Los Angeles hospitals. 
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The last panel discussion dealt with all mass\communications, 
including radio, film and theatre. Screen writer HOWARBD-KOCH, who is the 
current chairman of Hollywood ASP, made the principal talk on motion pictures. 


Tt was noted that in all three panels, regardless of the subject 
or theme of the various speakers, each speaker, without exception, managed 
+O bring into his speech the issues of discrimination, thought control, black- 
listing, civil rights, loyalty oaths, McCarran Act and peace, amon other 
things. 


National ASP Director JOE JOSEPH closed the afternoon session of 
the convention's second day with a few remarks, the gist of which were that 
this had been a wonderful convention, which reflected very favorably on 
what the Los Angeles Chapter of ASP was doing about these various issues and 
Revie and he charged “Don't _just talk about what should_b be done--=-do LEE". 2 = 
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The convention terminated with a large mass meeting to which the 
public was invited, at the Embassy Auditorium in Los Angeles on the evening 
of December 3, 1950. Estimated attendance was about 1,500 people. The 
mass meeting began with "square dancers for peace," with some forty square 
dancers on the stage. It was noted that periodically during the dance, the 
caller would shout, "Do you want peace?" and the reply from all the participants 
was a loud "yes." Thereafter the caller would chant in time with the dance, 
"T'11 tell you about war. War is hell. To hell with war." 


After this preliminary exhibition, National ASP Director JOE JOSEPH : 
was introduced and gave virtually the same speech he had delivered before the 
panel discussions that afternoon at Stanley Hall. During his talk he made 
mention of General MacARTHUR as that "Great Statesman in the Orient," at which 
there were boos and hisses from the audience. He charged that the Korean 
situation is being developed by the war mongers in the United States, and 
they with MacARTHUR, are trying to create a third world war using the Chinese 
as an excuse. When he stated that Prime Minister ATTLER was then on his way 
to see President TRUMAN to encourage the United States to have an armistice 
at any price, his remarks received considerable applause. 

Following JOSEPH came various speakers who summarized the discussions 
at the various panels which had been held that afternoon at Stanley Hall. 

These speakers were ELEANOR. PASTER NAK for the Sciences and Education Division; 
Dr. MURRAY ,ABOWITZ for the Medical Division; EDWARD BIBERMAN for the Fine 
Arts Divis lon and DICK POWELL, Radio Writer, for the ‘Communications panel. 
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The Communist Party affiliations CON 
BIBERMAN have been previously mentioned herein. 


ELEANOR “PASTERNAK has been identified b ae a member of the 
Communist Party. 


Radio writer DICK POWELL has been previously identified as an ASP 
Executive Board member, and one of the principal speakers in the "Red Channels" 
protest meeting on November 10, 1950.

A "pitch" for peace was made by DAVID ROBISON, heretofore identified 
as a Communist Party member. The amount of contributions received from the 
meeting was not announced, however.

Following ROBISON came a stage skit by ASP's Field Theatre Division, 
Which attempted to ridicule the publication "Req channels," loyalty oaths 
and the American Legion. 


A hidden moderator somewhere behind the stage curtain then announced 
over the loud speaker that the meeting would now hear excerpts from a letter 
from a man in prison to his wife. Thereafter, a voice started reading from the 
alleged letter and as he did so, the curtains were drawn back and there stood 
HERBERT BIBBRMAN of the "Hollywood 10." The entire audience was immediately 
on its feet with applause, whistles and screams which lasted several minutes. 


HERBERT BIBERMAN thereafter spoke from a prepared speech, starting 
off by saying that the most difficult thing he had had to do in his life was 
to leave prison and to leave eight of his associates still there. He said 
he brought greetings to the convention from ALVAH BESSIE, who had been sent 
to the same prison with BIBERMAN, and who had received a years sentence, which 
he was sctill serving. He said he was glad to be out and fighting for peace. 
He compared being in jail to the plight of Prometheus beings chained to a rock 
and being devoured by vultures without being able to fight back. He related 
some of his impressions of prison Life which he brought away with him. He 
said none of the other 500 prisoners in his institution regarded him as a 
criminakL and referred to him as "Mr. BIBERMAN" during his stay there. These © 
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prisoners, he said, recognized he was an interdgh i hout being particularly 
specific, he clearly indicated that his attitude towards the House Un-American 
Activities Committee remains the same as it was when he was before J. PARNELL 
THOMAS in 1947. He attacked the court sentences which had passed out prison 
terms to the "Hollywood 10" on an unequal basis. He attacked the United 
States Parole Board for its denial of the application for parole of seven of 
"the 10" and the failure of the board to equalize the sentences by granting 
parole. He stated that of the 500 prisoners at the Texarkana Institution, only 
two felt that he and ALVAH BESSTE had any business being in jail at all. One 
prisoner told BIBERMAN during a discussion, that if he didn't like the way 
the country was run, he could, under our system, go to the polls and vote 
and further, that there were any number of boats and planes available for 
those who did not like it here in the United States. At this point, however, 
BIBERMAN recalled another prisoner agreed that the polls were available, but 


only for the purpose of voting one polecat out of office and another polecat 
in. 
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~~ ‘Tn speaking of what he called the inequity of court sentences, BIBER- 
MAN told of an alleged sentence which had been handed out to a prisoner at 
Texarkana. The prisoner had been an ex-G.I., and when convicted of a crime 
(which BIBERMAN did not specify) the judge when sentencing him asked him what 
his war record was. When the defendant answered he had been in the Marines 
for four years, the judge exclaimed "Four years in the Marines and you didn't 
know better?" and promptly gave the prisoner a double sentence. The reaction 


of the audience to BIBERMAN's account of this incident was one of shock and 
dismay. |

or Novener 29, 1950, T-lflearned and reported information,which he 
received at the ASP Office, which indicated that someone on the Hollywood ASP 
staff had sent a message and a bouquet of flowers to the delegation from the 
Chinese Peoples Republic arriving in this country to attend sessions of the 
United Nations at Lake Success. 


Informant advised that the "Los Angeles Examiner" had apparently learned 
of this from mews dispatches in the East and after having confirmed the story 
by contact with the ASP Office, the Examiner on the following day had written 
a bitter article charging that ASP had sent flowers to the Chinese Communist 
delegation while American men were dying in Korea. 
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CProises that ASP Chairman HOWARD KOCH, Scv@en Wr ter, subsequently 
drew up a statement to the press in regard to the matter in which he stated 
+hat he had been out of town when the message and flowers were sent to the 
Chinese delegation, but that as Chairman of ASP, he would accept responsibility 
for it and state his reasons therefor. KOCH's statement was to the effect 

that the ASP Council is an organization working for peace and a democratic 
culture; that it believes that peace is still possible in the world today, not 
by intimidation or force of arms, but by negotiation of differences between 

the Fast and West; that, therefore, ASP hailed the appearance of the 
representatives of the present Chinese Government at the United Nations as a 
promising start toward the settlement of those differences and the conclusion 

of the Korean war before more lives were lost in an ever broadening conflict; 
that if the negotiations between the American Government and the Chinese 
Government within the United Nations had been started too late, the ASP 

regards this as a tragedy for which the whole world might suffer.

Reporting agent noted that during the speech of HOWARD KOCH at the 
SP Convention, he referred incidentally to this incident and appeared to be 
half apologetic for it. He stated that he had been out of town at the time 
that it occurred, and that neither he nor the Executive Board knew about it 


until after it took place 3 however, KOCH did say he felt that the action had 
been justified. 


In the December 5, 1950 issue of the Hollywood Reporter,’ a letter from 
HOWARD KOCH to the newspaper is set out in the Peoples Open Forum column. 
It is noted that the Hollywood Reporter of November 30, 1950, had carried a 
news item to the effect that “HOWARD W. «KOCH of MGM is not the movie writer 


HOWARD KOCH reported as sending flowers to the Chinese Commies in yesterday 
dailies." 
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KOCH makes reference to the above item and requested that he be allowed to 

say that he had been out of town the past three months; that he did not send 
the flowers; that he did not authorize them sent and, in fact, had no knowledge 
whatsoever of the whole incident until it appeared in the papers. Furthermore, 
upon investigating, he had found that the Council of ASP did not know of, or 
authorize the controversialbouquet any more than he, KOCH did; that the Board 
had assured him that they were issuing a statement to this effect, and that 
they. were in the process of taking whatever steps they deemed necessary to 
prevent the recurrence of any such unfortunate act. KOCH's letter stated that 
in fairness to all concerned, he was asking that the Hollywood Reporter make 
this correction, so that those now misinformed might know the facts.

Civil Rights Congress (CRC) 


The Civil Rights Congress is an organization which has been cited as 
within the purview of Executive Order 9835. 






(2-1 reported on November 15, 1950, tha e Hollywood ASP desired, 
and had asked for the cooperation of the Civil Rights Congress in connection 
with the ASP Convention. ASP wanted advance notice of all CRC functions and 
meetings between then and the convention date in order that announcements and 


leaflets regarding the forthcoming convention could be passed out at CRC 
gatherings. 


A recent CRC letter from the National Headquarters of this organi-~ 
zation at New York, reveals that the current attention of CRC is being directed 
against the McCarran Act. The letter points out that CRC is pledged to 
defend each and every person prosecuted under this law, and the letter contains 
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an appeal for funds to support CRC's current defense of a ae have 
arisen under the law. The CRC, according to this letter, has also engaged 
itself in attacking the local registration ordinances passed by the Cities 
of Los Angeles, Jacksonville, Miami and Birminghan.

It is noted that ROBERT KENNY, CHARLES KATZ, and BEN .MARGOLTS at

It is noted that in Connection with the question of where the 
emphasis should be placed, that is on executive clemency or on parole, the 
attorneys, according to SONJ.. BIBERMAN, had considered this matter and had 
decided that executive clemency should be stressed first for the reason that 
"if TRUMAN did not want to be put on the Spot (concerning executive Clemency), 


he might turn to the Parole Board and Say in effect, "Look guys, will you get 
me out of this,t!! 


HANNAH DORNER, in New York, has expressed the opinion that the 
choice of FRANCIS BIDDLE is an excellent idea but has also suggested another 
one on the list "just in case BIDDLE does not pan out"; and as an alternate 
to BIDDLE they there in New York have been considering WILSOMYYATT, Furthermore © 


they had had a meeting on the Campaign in New York on November 22, 1950, and 
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one of the plans being considered was to have a delegation go to Washington

HUAC hearings in Washington in 1947. No positive proof of actual affiliation 
with the Communist Party; on the t of ROBERT KENNY is known to the Los angeles 
OfZice.

At that time KENNY said he had just heard 
that the paroles of LESTER COLE and RING LARDNER had been turned down and that 
he had not been able to have a good lunch because of it. However, KUNNY 
pointed out that J. PARNELL THOMAS had been turned down by the Pgfole Board 
and yet had been subsequently discharged from prison after seyfing half his _ 
sentence. KENNY also said tha ecently when—eelumnist- BRENMEEANSON waS out on 
the west coast, he had spoken to PEARSON about it; and last week he had again 
spoken to DREW PEARSON and at that time PEARSON had told KENNY that at the 
time THOMAS was up for parcle the Board had called him and asked if he (THOMAS) 
should be let out, and that PEARSON had called the Board up and had urged that 
the "Hollywood 10" be let out.

Although he has been extremely anticommunist since about the mid- 


Policy, which has been designated by the Department of Justice pursuant’ to Executive 
Order 10450. In testimony before the House Committee on Un-American Activities 

in October, 1947, he said that he had received some literature from this organization, 
and that he was duped through a telephone call to lend his name as sponsor of a recital 
which he later learned was under the auspicies of the Joint Anti- Fascist Refugee 
Committee. It is noted in his testimony that he said he abhored the communist 
philosophy. 


In the 1940's Reagan was reportedly a member of Americans for 
Democratic Action andthe American Veterans Committee. In 1950 Dore Schary, 
prominent Hollywood personality, indicated he and Reagan, as well as others, had been 
active in the Hollywood Independent Citizens Committee_of the Arts, Sciences and 
Professions in 1945, but got out that year when communists took over. Reagan became 
President of the Screen Actors Guild in 1947 and was subsequently re-elected. He was 


extremely active in the Guild in opposing the communists. 


E he was reportedly a sponsor of the Committee for a Democratic Far Eastern vy 


Reagan has visited our Los Angeles Office and relations with him have 
been cordial. In 1960 he contacted the Bureau regarding his desires to do a television 
show for the "General Electric Theater, '' which he narrated, on the Director's pamphlet 
"Communist Target--Youth.'' This was declined. On his "General Electric Theater" 
series, Reagan has. produced a two-part program concerning the activities of Marion 
Miller, a former security informant of our Los Angeles Office.

Washington regarding Maureen Reagan, the daughter of Jane Wyman and

~ It is noted that in December, 1964, we received word that the San Diego 
Patriotic Society (SDPS) intended to make an ''American Patriot Award" to the Director 
for his outstanding services to the United States of America. If there-was nothing in the 
files to prevent doing so, the SAC, San Diego, was instructed he could accept the award 
on behalf of the Director. The award is connected with the American Patriot Hall of 
Fame which is sponsored by the SDPS, a conservative group, and several other local 
eonservative organizations. Some time in April the presentation will be made ata 
formal meeting attended by Ronald Reagan, John Wayne and perhaps former Senator 
Barry Goldwater, who has been given such an award.

Eisenhower College Fund Raising Dinner 
Washington, D. C., October 14, 1969 


The memory of a man we hold in high esteem and for whom we 
have a great personal warmth and affection has brought us all 
together here tonight. At the groundbreaking for Eisenhower College, 
Bob Hope called the school a monument...a living monument to a 
monumental man. He said the General believed that education was 
something more than one of freedom's blessings--~education was 
freedom...freedom of the mind to search for, and find, a better way 
of life for all mankind. 

And, the General's great and good friend, Winston Churchill, 
said: "The destiny of man is not measured by material computation. 
When great forces are on the move in the world, we learn we are 
spirits, not animals. There is something going on in time and 
Space--and beyond time and space--which, whether we like it or not, 
spells beauty." How appropriate these words are to this man we 
could refer to as President or General, but who is enshrined in all 
of our hearts, and so many millions more, as just "Ike." 

His lifetime was devoted to duty. In expressing his pride in 
this college he said we must, all of us, have a sharper understanding 
of how we are to exercise the rights of citizenship, and to discharge 
its duties. He was trained in the science of war. But, he called 
it “man's greatest stupidity." And his dream for all mankind was a 


world at peace. 
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Still, he knew that his craft and his profession were absolutely 





necessary in this world. For there is a price on peace, and some- 
times that price is more than free men can pay. 

There is also one with us here tonight [the president/ who knows 
the weight of duty. He too knows that the price for an immediate 
peace could well be a thousand years of darkness for generations 
yet unborn. 

There are parades held today in our streets in the name of peace. 
But, some who march in those parades carry the flag of a nation that 
has killed almost 40,000 of our young men. We have a right to suspect 
that at least some who organized those parades are less concerned with 
peace than they are with the welfare of the enemy. 

Many of our universities who should be committed to learning and 
free inquiry will close down classes in what is called a "Vietnam 
Moratorium Day", and it is correctly named because there will be a 
moratorium on free discussion. There will be no legitimate debate of 
the alternatives facing this nation. 

The decision has already been reached by the National Vietnam 
Day Committee. Those responsible for the safety and the security 
of this nation and it's people...those who have access to the facts 
and the information...will simply be told what their course shall 
be by the self-annointed. 

And young Americans, living today, will die on some tomorrow 
because the enemy planned his strategy so as to add fuel to the 
demonstrations in American streets where he hopes to win that which 


he cannot win in the rice paddies and the jungles of Vietnam. 
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If I sound too harsh, it's because I know no other way to talk 
about those who would lend coutore and aid to the enemy. Those who 
protest would have the game without the name. 

But today, no less than the Premier in Hanoi, Than Van Dong, 
made it plain that he does receive comfort and aid from this planned 
protest. His letter has been made public by the government in Hanoi. 
It is addressed to his 'dear American friends‘ and it is full of 
praise and gratitude for their efforts. It expresses the hope that 
together, with those friends in America, they can go forward to 
total victory. He signs it ‘affectionately yours’. 

Those entrusted with the awesome responsibility of the leader- 
ship of our nation deserve not only our support, but our rejection 
of those in our midst who would arrogantly kibitz in a game where 
they haven't even seen the cards with which the game is played. 

They would like to attempt brain-surgery. But, they have gone only 
so far as to read the directions on an aspirin bottle. 

I know it is something of a cliche to draw a parallel between 
the rise and fall of Rome and the course of our own Republic. 
Certainly this is true in academic circles. And yet, the parallel 
is there in such detail that it is frightening...almost eerie. 

Dr. Robert Straus-Hauppe recently published a series of articles 
based on the observations of a number of historians; Spengler, 


DeReincourt, Ferraro, Gibbons and some others. 
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He told how Rome had known a pioneer beginning not unlike our 
own pioneer heritage, and then entered into two centuries of greatness 
reaching its pinnacle in the second of those centuries, going into 
the decline and collapse in the third. Yet, the signs of decay were 
becoming apparent in the latter years of that second century. 

It is written that there were vast increases in the number of 
the idle rich, and the idle poor. The latter were put on a permanent 
dole, a welfare system not unlike our own. As this system became 
permanent, the recipients of public largesse increased in number. 

They organized into a political bloc with sizeable power. They were 
not hesitant about making their demands known. Nor was the government 
hesitant about agreeing to their demands...and with ever increasing 
frequency. Would-be emperors catered to them. The great, solid 
middle class--Rome's strength then as ours is today--was taxed more 
and more to support a bureacracy that kept growing larger, and ever 
more powerful. Surtaxes were imposed upon incomes to meet emergencies. 
The government engaged in deficit spending. The Denarius, a silver 
coin similar to our half dollar began to lose it's silvery hue. It 
took on a copper color as the government reduced the silver content. 

Even then, Gresham's law was at work, because the real silver 
coin soon disappeared. It went into hiding. 

Military service was an obligation highly honored by the Romans. 
Indeed, a foreigner could win Roman citizenship simply by volunteering 
for service in the legions of Rome. But, with increasing affluence 
and opulence, the young men of Rome began avoiding this service, 


finding excuses to remain in the soft and sordid life of the city. 
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They took to using cosmetics and wearing feminine-1ike hairdo‘s and 
garments, until it became difficult, the histémtans tell us, to tell 
the sexes apart. 

Among the teachers and scholars was a group called the Cynics 
whose number let their hair and beards grow, and who wore slovenly 
clothes, and professed indifference to worldly goods as they heaped 
scorn on what they called “middle class values." 

I'm still talking about Rome. 

The morals declined. It became unsafe to walk in the countryside | 
or the city streets. Rioting was commonplace and sometimes whole 
sections of towns and cities were burned. 

And, all the time, the twin diseases of confiscatory taxation 
and creeping inflation were waiting to deliver the death blow. 

Then finally, all these forces paren the energy and ambition 
of the middle class. | 

Rome fell. 

We are now approaching the end of our second century. It's 
been vointed out that the days of a democracy are numbered once the 
belly takes command of the head. When the less affluent feel an 
urge to break a commandment and begin to covet that which their more 
affluent meighbors possess they are tempted to use their votes to 
Obtain instant satisfaction. Then equal opportunity at the ee 
line becomes an extended guarantee of at least a tie at the finish 


of the race. 


Under the euphemism "the greatest good for the greatest number, " 
we destroy a system which for two centuries has accomplished just that. 


The greatest good for the greatest number. 
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Demonstrations to force colleges to divorce themselves from 


participating in the defense of the nation take place. We've known 
riots in our streets. We no longer walk the countryside or the city 
streets without fear. 

The jungle seems to be closing in on this little plot we have 
been trying to civilize for 5,000 years and all of us, I know, are 
disturbed at the virus that has infected the campus. 

No doubt we could all top each other with frightening and 
unbelievable stories. One day on one of our campuses I listened to 
a tape recording of a so-called student meeting where they were 
planning a campus disruption. Explicit directions were given on 
how to start fires in college pultaings: Subsequently, there were 
50 fires started in those buildings in one day. 

Continuing to listen, they outlined where the pickets would 
go and how they would parade and what they would do and how they 
would take over the college. We actually heard a voice say: “If, 
in the process, it becomes necessary to kill, you will kiil." 

We were gripped with an overwhelming sense of unreality. 
Unreality that it is happening at all. But, even more frightening 
is how close we have come to accepting it as a normal way of life. 

Dr. Spock's babies have grown up, which is probably more than 
we can say for the doctor. I confess I liked him better when his 
concerns were pablum and potty training. 

In my state, two young people lie with mangled hands and 
sightless eyes. One 20-year-old girl was picking up the mail 
delivery in a college administration office when the bomb exploded. 


The other was a 19-year-old boy. 
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In the dark early morning hours, he was planting a bomb in a 
campus building when it exploded prematurely.. The bomb was a symbol 
of his rage and his hatred. We wonder, when and how did this all 
begin? | 

It began the first time someone old enough to know better 
declared it is no crime to break a law in the name of social protest. 

It started with those who proclaimed, in the name of academic 
freedom, that the campus was a sanctuary, immune to the laws and 
rules that govern the rest of us. 

It began with those who, in the name of change and progress, 
decided we could scrap all the time tested wisdom man has accumulated 
in his climb from the swamp to the stars. 

Simply call its constricting tradition and morality the dead 
hand of the past, and wipe out the discipline as no longer binding 
upon us. 

Saint Thomas Aquinas warns teachers that they must never dig 
a ditch in front of a student that they fail to fill in. 

To cleverly raise doubts, and ever seek, but never to find, 
is to discuss freely all sides of a question without values and, 
thus, to insure the creation of a generation of uninformed and 
talkative minds. | 

Our obligation is to help our young people find truth and 
purpose...to find identity and a goal. 

I have talked to those already in rebellion, already with a 
torch and the club in their hands. Admittedly, they are a tiny few. 


A very few in number on all of our campuses. 
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But, there is a ferment on our campuses involving the great 
majority. They have complaints, and their complaints are legitimate. 
They want to invest their energy and their idealism in causes they 
can believe in. They refuse to become numbers in a computer. They 
want more than a four-year ride on an assembly line in some kind of 
a diploma mill. They want a re-ordering of the priorities. 

The United States Department of Education, in taking a survey 
on 68 campuses, and questioning 7,500 professors, found this answer 
to the question: "What is the obligation of a University?" The 
professors said: "To protect the academic freedom of the faculty.” 

What has happened to teaching? It is time for all of us, 
especially those in charge of the institutions of learning, to revise 
and review the bidding. 

Shouldn't the doctrine ‘publish or perish", and even research, 
follow in the order of importance the need to teach our young people? 
It is possible that even among the most radical protestors, 
there are those who have in reality been crying out for help. And, 

it is all the more poignant because the cries have gone unheard 
and unheeded. 

One day I participated in a lecture series in a large mid- 
weseeen university. It was opened to the public. There were about 
4,000 adults on the main floor of the auditorium of the field house. 
There were more than 10,000 students all the way to the ceiling in 
the tiers of seats around the great oval. During a question and 
answer period one question came to me and I don't remember exactly 
what it was about. But, the questioner expressed concern that our 
young people were rebelling against the moral standards and the 
principles we have tried to teach them all of their lives. 
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In my answer I esa @eca a belief that they wee so much rebelling 
against the standards and the principles. They were rebelling because 
they don't believe that we are living up to those standards and 
principles. 

There was a second of silence, and then 10,000 young people came 
to their feet with a roar I shall never forget. 


Have they lost faith in the rules, or have they lost faith in 


us? 

Do they doubt our willingness to practice what we preach? 

Has there been a quiet drifting away...an erosion of our moral 
Soimicneneee 


Where were we when God was expelled from the classroom? 

How often do they see us dismiss wrong-doing in public life 
with this sort of easy tolerance--"well that's just politics"? 

The halls of government are the very temples of freedom and 
we should so consider them. What about us when the youngster comes 
home from the football field and tells us, with great pride, how 
he learned to get away with ona gssieneuk being caught-<-on a. 
block. How many times have they been in a car with us and seen us 
look over our shoulder, then fudge on a stop~light because there 
wasn't any policeman in sight? 

As the country parson once said, "The fellow who left the 
gate open is only slightly more guilty than the one who saw it 
open and didn’t close it.” 

Is it possible that much of what frightens and disturbs us 


actually started with us? 
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With such a gradual and silent erosion of our own moral code, 





no government at any level and for any price can afford the police 
necessary to insure our freedom unless the overwhelming majority 
of us are guided by an inner personal code of morality-~a code that 
makes us act when we are alone, the same as we do when the eyes of 
the crowd are upon us. 

Some years ago, when Bud Wilkinson had those great national 
championship teams out in Oklahoma, toward the close of the season 
he took one of those great teams to play a very mediocre Texas- 
Christian team. That day, TCU rose to the heights as some times a 
beaten team will. In the closing seconds a receiver dived into the 
end zone to make a shoestring catch of what would have been the 
winning touchdown against the national champions. There was a huge 
upset in view. The crowd was going wild. But down in the end zone 
the kid stood up...walked over to the referee, and said: "No sir, 
it touched the ground before I caught it." 

Now, what was your reaction? Was your first reaction...Now 
wait a minute---that's going too far? The referee didn't see it: 
He should have kept his mouth shut: Or, should he? 

Someday, he may represent you in a statehouse, or in Congress 
or in the White House, And what then? Do you want him to keep his 
mouth shut if no one is looking? Do you want him to base his 
decisions on political expediency? Or, do you want him to base those 
decisions on the same kind:.of inner moral conviction that made him 
tell the truth to the referee without being asked? 

And, who will teach them--by word and deed--that kind of morality 
if it isn‘t us? 
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: On the deck of the tiny Arabella off the coast of Massachusetts, 
in 1630, John Winthrop gathered a little band of pilgrims together. 
He told them of the life they would have in this land that they 
had not yet seen. He said: "We shall be as a city upon a hill. 
The eyes of all people are upon us so that if we shall deal falsely 
with our God in this work we have undertaken and so cause Him to 
withdraw His present help from us, we shall be made a story and a 
byword through all the world." For you who have considered, "What 
can I do?" in this time of crisis in our world, I would suggest 
supporting Eisenhower College, and making it as a city upon a hill. 

Without such schools, this shining dream of John Winthrop may 
well become a taste of ashes in our mouths. 

These schools--like Eisenhower College--are educational whet- 
stones, serving to hone the educational process, helping to improve 
the public tax-supported system, keeping it competitive in the 
drive for excellence. By their very competition, they help preserve 
the freedom of public institutions from political interference and 
guarantee a measure of academic freedom the public institutions 
could never attain by themselves. 

General Eisenhower Gommended those who gave of their time and 
substance to bring this college into being, and to keep it alive. 
He knew that institutions such as Eisenhower College are essential 
to America. They provide leadership out of all proportion to their 
size. 

America will be needing them more and more in the days ahead. 
Ladies and gentlemen of the world of commerce and industry and the 
professions, you can make no greater investment in freedom than by 
your contributions to independent schools and colleges, such as 
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I dare to hope that one day the federal government will grant 
tax-credits--not deductions, but tax credits-~-for a portion of the 


tuition fees made by parents sending their sons and daughters to 





such colleges. I even dare to hope that they will explore the 
possibility of extending federal aid, not through more bureacracy, but 
by creating tax credits for contributions to such schools and colleges, 
i£ we are to win the battle that is being fought today in the minds 
and hearts of our young people. 

I pray that you will keep alive this dream of a man named Ike 
who left us these words: "We believe individual liberty, rooted in 
human dignity, is man's greatest treasure; that men, given free 
expression, will prefer freedom and se] f-dependence to dictatorship 
and collectivism." 

And then he reminded us that freedom from fear, injustice and 
oppression will be ours only in the measure that men who value such 
freedom are ready to sustain its possession and defend it against 
every threat from within or without. 

The college bearing his name is pledged to the preservation 
of his ideals, and the ¢ountry he loved so much. I think we can 


do nothing less than to see that it becomes as a city upon a hill.

On April 7, 1970, Sergeant Ivan Nybert, Intelli- 
gence Unit, Fresno Police Department, Fresno, California, 
advised as follows: 


On the evening of April 6, 1970, Governor Ronald 
Reagan made a scheduled appearance at the Las Vegas Room of 
the Hacienda Motel, Clinton Avenue and Highway 99, Fresno, 
California. At about 7 p.m. a group of 50 to 60 males and 
females, principally of Mexican-American extraction, ranging 
in ages from about 18 to 30, entered the Hacienda Motel 
Lobby and proceeded to the entrance of the Las Vegas Room 
and began creating a disturbance by chanting "Viva La Raza" 
and various obscenities. The chief Security Officer for 
the motel asked the crowd to leave the premises but they 
refused and the intensity of the chanting increased as Fresno 
police reinforcements arrived. One individual, later identi- 
fied as spit on a police officer and 
as he was being apprehended, the crowd began throwing rocks 
and bottles. Several windows were broken but there were no 
injuries. A Fresno Police Sergeant declared the crowd and 
area an unlawful assembly and ordered dispersal several times bo6

In response to a request by Mardian for the Director's opinion 
concerning this matter, the Director noted that he shared Mardian's views and 
felt that plans must be formulated in anticipation of possible kidnapings since it 
is not realistic to take the position they will not occur in this country. 


Just prior to the conclusion of their talk, Mr. Mardi pressed 
concern over Frank Sinatra's recent association with_Governor Ronald_Reagan of 
California and advised Mr. Hoover that efforts on his, Mardian's, part and those of 

ve Lyn Nofziger, of the White House, to convince Reagan of Sinatra's unsavory 


background have been met by disbelief. 


Mr. Hoover noted that he is well acquainted with Governor Reagan 
and that the next time he is in touch withhim, he will brief him concerning Sinatra. 
Mardian stated that he appreciates Mr. Hoover's offer to do this since,while 
Reagan is not inclined to believe Mardian or Nofziger, even though they are close 
friends, he most certainly will believe Mr. Hoover. 


Mardian said that he is of the opinion that Reagan has sought a 
relationship with Sinatra to dim his own image of being a right wing conservative.

A senseless act of violence took place a few weeks ago on the or 
campus of Stanford University, one of America's great private insti- 
tutions of higher learning. An arsonist-~sneaking through the dead of 
night--deliberately set a fire that destroyed the lounge of a dormitory. 
The flames and smoke drove 80 sleeping students from their beds. 

After the fire was put out, one student remarked that this 
particular act of violence was--in his words-~-"far different from 
setting a truck or a motorcycle on fire. If one of us had not seen 
it, a lot of us would be dead. That is not vandalism; that is murder." 

The student was right in one sense. If someone had been killed, 
it would have been murder. But setting a fire in a dormitory is no 
different from setting a truck or a motorcycle on fire. Vandalism, 
arson and murder are all illegal acts of violence. And they differ 
only in degree, 

It is a tragic dilemma of our times that there are some on campus 
and elsewhere who do not always perceive that simple truth. When you 
are counting the casualties...the dead and injured...the needless 
property loss that results from such an act...it makes no difference 
what warped sense of values motivates the arsonist. 

Crime cannot be divided into "just" and "unjust" categories. 
Violence cannot be justified, excused or explained by any real or 
imagined grievance. | Ronald Reagan-/69 

Unfortunately, the crime at Stanford was not an isolated act. 

I don't mean to single it out as any more deplorable than the scores 
of other similar violent acts which have taken place elsewhere before 
or since,...at schools, banks, National Guard armories or business 
firms. But it does dramatize with chilling clarity the new challenge 


that confronts those of you whose task it is to protect society. 


A new kind of crime threatens California and the United States... 


plotted and carried out by a new breed of criminal, the self-proclaimed 
revolutionary who directs senseless acts of violence against innocent 


bystanders. What makes these new criminals doubly dangerous, is their 
fanaticism which makes them perform with an almost religious zeal, as 
if they are ordained by a higher power to right all the ills of mankind.

The new type of so-called "revolutionary" crime is becoming one 
of America's most critical internal problems, at a time when certain 
other types of crime are slowly declining. 

It isn't necessary to lay before you all the appalling statistical 
evidence. You know far better than I the corrosive effects of crime 
and violence on our society. The most tragic impact is the aura of 
fear and distrust it creates among us. A recent national survey 
disclosed that one-third of all Americans believe it is unsafe to walk 
alone at night in their own neighborhoods. 

The threat of the mugger, the rapist, and now, the revolutionary 
whose rhetoric has escalated into violence, is a real threat. It cannot 
be ignored. And it cannot be excused or explained as legitimete 
political discontent...illegitimately expressed through illegal means. 

There is a national concern, no, I would say, a national demand 
for public safety and public order. 

But what kind of public safety? What kind of public order? 

Our nation is built upon a system of legal values which provides 
greater protection for the individual...for his right to speak and to 
protest legitimate grievances...than any other society ever known. Those 
Of you who are gathered here tccay are dedicated guardians of those 
rights; you represent society's first line of defers2 against crime and 
anarchy. Ronald Reagan-770 

In such a nation, how do we achieve order and bring to justice the 
iawlese elements among us without sacrificing the individual liberty 
to which we are all dedicated? 

One first step is to never lose sight of just who is threatening 
the peace or violating the rights of the law-abiding citizen. Those 
who set fires and plant bombs--who demonstrate violently in the name of 
non-violence-~-are not protecting the rights of others or preserving the 


legal system that makes possible peaceful protest. They are the outlaws. 
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. Yet some of our 0 onic abhor violence=@gee the enforcer of 
the law as a social outcast. They have accepted without question the 
steady, unrelenting campaign that is going on to discredit those whose. 
job it is to preserve law and order in our society. Police are accused 
of "represeion"--for putting down disorders that have been calculated 
to incite a confrontation. 

But it is the rioter who supresses the rights of others, not the 
policeman called to restore order. 

It is the criminal who violates the rights of others by stealing, 
mugging or other acts of violence. It is to the police officer the 
crime victim turns for help after such crimes have taken place or when 
criminal violence threatens him. 

In carrying out their duties, our policemen are expected to be 
psychologists, constitutional lawyers, family counselors. They are 
expected to patiently endure insults while coping with hoodlums intent 
on injuring either innocent citizens or the policemen themselves and 
sometimes both. 

They are expected to be perfect men in an imperfect world, and they 
come far closer than most to that goal. 

Plutarch said if all the world were just, there would be no need 
of valor. But the world is not filled with all just men and we do need 
valor-~-we need the valor that you, our law enforcement officers, 
exhibit every day and every night. 

I believe it is a tribute to your courage and dedication that those 
of you who wear the badge of authority have never lost sight of the 
real threat to liberty.

There is no doubt why the subversive and criminal elements would 
| like to see the FBI downgraded and discredited. It was this agency 
widiah pioneered in most of the modern crime-fighting techniques we 
use today---fingerprinting, scientific collection of evidence, advanced 
training for law enforcement personnel, and now, a National Crime 
Information Center utilizing the computer to fight crime. 

But these innovations have been used only to protect society 
against the threats posed against it by criminals and subversive 


elements. 


Unlike some who criticize him, J. Edgar Hoover's entire career 


| has been devoted to keeping government the servant of the people rather 


3 than making government the master. This same type of harassment has 
been directed against local and state law enforcement officers. 

To respond to crime or riots with any degree of effective force 

“is called “police brutality." Yet those who raise the charge say 
nothing about the "brutality" of the criminals who murdered 15 California 
law officers last year. 

A few days ago a brave highway patrolman was killed as he 
investigated a traffic accident. He left a wife and four small 
children. 

Where were the mass marches protesting this brutality? Where were 
the loud voices of protest? Tnere was only silence as an eloquent 
testimony to the kind of hypocrisy with which you in law enforcement 
are all too familiar. Ronald Reagan-772 

Every law-abiding citizen has a right to expect that government 
will insure his safety. Ruaey parent has a right to expect government 
to protect his children from those who deal in and’ profit from 
pornography or narcotics. Every homeowner and every businessman has 
the right to expect his government to protect his property against the 
criminal, the arsonist, the rioter and the looter.

We have developed educational programs to acquaint our youngsters with 
the dangers of misusing drugs and we are funding dozens of experimental 
programs ranging from professional psychiatric counseling to the use 

of self-help programs to combat drug abuse. For the first time, we 
have a state office solely devoted to coordinating the state's anti- 
drug abuse efforts and to assist local communities. 

Last year, we succeeded in adopting the nation's most comprehensive 
plan for intra-state control of restricted dangerous drugs. We intend 
to find out where all the pills on the illicit street market are coming 
from and to follow through with action to cut off the supply. 

We have sponsored legislation to protect minors from the smut 
peddlers, to deal with campus disorder and to increase penalties for 
assaults on peace officers, 

Despite these advances, we have suffered some defeats. 

You and I know that one of the most necessary tools to fight 
organized crime is electronic surveillance. Contrary to what its 
opponents falsely claim, this authority is not an unreasonable invasion 
of privacy--~-it would be used only after a judge independently agreed 
there was good reason to believe a crime was being committed. 

Our bills on electronic surveillance contained the strictest 
judicial safeguards to insure the individual's right of privacy, 
while giving law enforcement an effective weapon to use in the battle 
against sophisticated and well-financed criminals. Ronald Reagan-773 

Electronic surveillance often is the only way to break through to 
the higher echelons of organized crime. And I think it is about time 
the legislature ends the legal imbalance that favors the criminal's 
rights against the right of society to be protected against the 
lawbreaker. We have tried for three years to do this and we will keep 
on trying until we succeed. 

The tougher laws we managed to pass are not enough. We must do 
more.

Our goal in public safety is to assure every citizen the right to 
a quick and efficient system of criminal justice. 

To be effective as a deterrent, punishment must be swiftiy 
administered. | 

Defendants in a criminal trial have a constitutional right to a 
speedy trial. In California, the law provides that trial must start 
within 60 days after arraignment. 

I suggest that the public also has a right to a speedy trial---by 
carrying out the result of that trial swiftly and without endless and 
calculated legal manuevering designed to delay and obstruct justice. 

We must examine court procedures to make certain we are doing all 
we can to make the constitutional promise of a spescv trial apply 
equally to the guilty defendant and to the society whose laws he has 
violated.

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BIOGRAPHICAL DATA 


Governor Reagan was born on February 6, 1911, 
in Tampico, Illinois. His parents are John Edward and 
Nellie Wilson Reagan. He graduated from Eureka College, 
Eureka, Illinois, with an A.B. degree in 1932. Governor 
Reagan is well known as a former movie star. He was 
formerly married to the movie actress, Jane Wyman. 

They were divorced in 1948 after being married for 

eight years. He has been married to Nancy Davis since 
March, 1952. They have two children, Patricia and 
Ronald, and Mr. Reagan has two children, Maureen and 
Michael, by his former wife. From 1932 to 1937, Governor 
Reagan was a sports announcer for Radio Station WHO, 

Des Moines, Iowa, and a motion picture and television 
actor from 1937 to 1966. Since 1967, he has been the 
Governor of the State of California. He resides at the 
Executive Mansion, Sacramento, California. 


RESULTS OF FILE REVIEW 


Governor Reagan was the subject of an applicant- 
type investigation conducted in 1967, in connection with 
his position as a member of the Board of Regents of the 
University of California. Inasmuch as the Board of Regents 
had access to sensitive material from the Atomic Energy 
Commission, our investigation was requested by the 
Atomic Energy Commission. No derogatory information was 
developed during this investigation, except as follows: 


Although Reagan has been extremely anti- 
comminist since the latter part of the 1940's, he had 
previously been listed as a member of a committee and 
appeared in a play at a meeting called by the Hollywood 
Independent Citizens Committee of the Arts, Sciences and 
Professions, which later became Known as the National 
Council of Arts, Sciences and Professions. The Southern 
California Committee of this organization has been cited 
as a communist dominated propaganda media. In 1946, 
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Ronald Reagan 


Reagan appeared On a radio program sponsored by the 
Mobilization for Democracy, produced with the cooperation 
of the Hollywood Writers Mobilization. The Mobilization 
for Democracy has been cited an a communist front by the 
California Un-American Activities Committee. Reagan was 
also, in 1946, listed as a sponsor and director of the 

Los Angeles Committee for a Democratic Far Eastern Policy 
and in 1947 was listed as a sponsor of a recital put on 

by the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee, both 

communist front organizations. In 1947, Reagan testified as a 
friendly witness before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities and explained that he was duped through a 
telephone call to lend his name as sponsor of the recital 
of the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee. 





In March, 1960, the FBI coeperated with 
Governor Reagan by making inquiries in Washington, D. C., 
concerning Maureen Reagan, daughter of Reagan and 
Jane Wyman, who was living with a married Metropolitan 
Police Officer in Washington, D. C, 

ur inquiries b6 

appeared to confirm this situation, and the information b7C 
was furnished on a confidential basis to then United 
States Senator George Murphy who originally contacted 
the Los Angeles Office in this matter. We also conducted 
an applicant-type investigation concerning Maureen Reagan 
when she contemplated working for the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service. That investigation was discontinued 
when she decided not to take the job. She has apparently 
married an individual by the last name of Sills and now 
resides in California. 


In addition to the above, our files contain 
numerous references to Governor Reagan, but each reference 
contains either no derogatory or no pertinent data.

Legislation is now before the Congress which would end 421] -~ QUOTE -- “political 
surveiliance’ and shut down the intelligence-gathering functions of the F.B.I. 

and the C.I.A. This legislation will prevent all covert gathering.of foreign 
intelligence in peace time and keep the F.B.I. from collecting information on any 
person unless there is evidence that person has slready committed a crime, or 

is about to commit one. 


If such a law had existed in the years preceding World War II, the F.B.I. would 

have been prevented from infiltrating the German-American Bund. The record will 
show that the F.B.1I. deserves most of the credit for the fact that not one major 
act of sabotage interrupted our war effort during the years from Pearl Harbor to 
V.J. Day. 


As for the second point, how do we propose to halt the increasing wave of terrorist 
activities 1f we have to wait until the crime is committed? Or, how will we know 
someone is about to commit the crime? Our police intelligence forces ~ the F.B.I. 
and the C.I.A. - have for 40 years used tactics of surveillance, phone taps and, 
yes, mail openings when they had reason to believe there was a threat to the 

safety of our country and our people. 


Using these techniques, an F.B.I. agent infiltrated the Ku Kiux Klan, and found 
the murderers of three young civil rights workers a few years ago. I know of no 
government agency that can match the Federal Bureau of Investigation for its 
record of more than 40 years of dedication, effectiveness and freedom fron 
scandal, 


Now the Attorney General of the United States, evidently carrying out Department of 
Justice policy, will try to convict a 25 year veteren of the Bureau -- former agent 
and supervisor John Kearney, who retired in 1972. He will be charged with tllegal 
phone taps and opening mail several years ago when these were normal operating 
procedures. The Attorney General admits that even if he is found Not Guilty, he 
will be ruined because the cost of defending himself will wipe out his life savings.
